"My groom was au Armenian and 
very ranch more intelligent than ordi- 
nary Persians, since he bad lieeu edu- 
<-ated at a mission school at Ispahan. 
One day he was swimming abont in 
some water we passed, and I said to 
him, "No doubt you learned to awlm 
In tile Zayeudeh Hud'— the river that 
flows liy lapahon. 'No, sir,' be replied, 
'I did not learn to swim In tbe Zayen- 
deh Kud, but in tlie Ispahan river.' 
lie actually did not know that the 
large river passing his native town 
was calletl the Zayeudeh Hud, or, in 
other words, tbat tbe Ispaban river 
ami the /ayeatah Bad WafW M* and 
the same. 

"Another Instaiu-e of this confusion 
Is shown by what people call the 
Alirisliiiii liver. Tiie name of the river 
is the Kal Mnra, but the majority of 
Persians and also Euro|K>aus cross it 
on tiie iiialii post road lietweeu Meshed 
and Teheran liy a bridge tbat was 
built liy a silk merchuut and tbat is 
called 'Pul .Xhrlaliiui,' or the silken 
bridge: .^u they call the river the 
'Abrlshiul' or the silken river, which 
is certainly not its name. The river, 
which flows liy Khusf. although at this 
lioint very slightly bracklab, lowar 
down Itecumes vei7 salt Indaai and 
filially Is lost in the desert. 

"Kareit, or underground canala, car- 
ry tile water of this river in every di- 
rection o\L'r the country. I think tile
